100 Per Cent Stronger

Ozone Park. “I think this is gonna be 
my biggest year,” said Manuel Yceaza, his 
left arm in a sling, as he watched the 
races from the Aqueduct rooftop one day 
last week. 

The hard-riding Panamanian jockey 
had taken advantage of a 23-day suspen- 
sion for rough riding in Florida to under- 
go surgical repair on his left shoulder. 
The shoulder had been injured in a spill 
some time ago, and the plate that had been 
inserted had loosened. Dr. Leon Green 
had replaced the plate with a pin and 
told the boy to take 4 weeks for mending. 

Yaca-Zak, as punters call him around 
here. expected to be back in 3 weeks. 

“This time when I come back I'll be 
100 per cent stronger,” he said in chop- 
ped English. “I can feel it now. It’s good. 
I’m just waiting for the green light. And 
I’m taking real good care of myself.” 

Manny recalled the painful days after 
his first operation. “Some mornings,” he 
said, “I couldn’t lift a cup of coffee. It’s 
amazing how I was able to ride. 

“In California this winter they thought 
it was rheumatic condition when I com- 
plained of pain in the shoulder and arm. 
But it wasn’t. X-rays showed the plate 
and screws loose.” 

What were his plans? 

“Starting with the fourth week of April,” 
he said, “I'll be back. “I may be behind 
Willie Shoemaker, Sellers, and Hartack, 
and some other riders, but Ill catch up 
with them. It’s when you have confidence 
in yourself, you can do it. I have. There’s 
nothing impossible. I don’t believe it is 
impossible to catch them.” 


MANUEL YCAZA 


Concerning his many suspensions for 
rough riding, Ycaza said he had no com- 
plaints, though he has been quoted as 
saying otherwise. 

“This is a new life,” he snapped. “A 
new career for me now. I want to keep 
the stewards happy—and, most of. all, 
myself. I’m 23 years. I’ve got a long way 
to go.” 

Manny is under contract to Harry F. 
Guggenheim’s big Cain Hoy Stable. He 
said he wouldn’t part with the owner. 
under any circumstances. 


Seated next to us was a business execu- 
tive who, overhearing the conversation, 
said to Ycaza, “Manny, I’ll give you $500 
a week to ride for me. Any time you 
say. You’re my kind of rider.” 


Manny laughed, and said, “I’m not in- 
terested. At Cain Hoy we’re one happy 
family.” 

Ycaza is a slender, hollow-cheeked lad 
with jet-black hair. His small green eyes 
strike out with deep, truthful meaning, 
and his fiery personality enlivens a con- 
versation. 


Ycaza is still single, and he is not 
interested in matrimony. “I’m not inter- 
ested in getting married right now,” he 
said. “And I am not worried about girls. 
Racing is more important to me than 
all the girls.” 


Manny does not have a Kentucky Derby 
commitment yet, but he’s hoping. “I’m 
still available,” he added. “And waiting. 
I hope I can get a good mount. I don’t 
want to race in the Derby just for a 
ride.” 

With Yeaza viewing the day’s races was 
brother Carlos, 26 years old, former Pan- 
ama jockey and trainer. Ycaza credited 
Carlos with teaching him everything. “I 
owe it all to him,” he said. “And I’m 
proud of it. When I was a young boy he 
was always putting me on horses.” 

He calls Carlos “The Professor.” and 
he is trying to get him a job with a local 
stable. “He wants to ride jumpers,” 
Yeaza said, “I told him he is crazy. But 
he still wants to ride. So I'll help. If he 
gets a break, he should be a good rider. 
He can make 26 or 28, and in Panama 
he was a damn good jockey and taught 
many others to ride. 

Ycaza, at one time in his high school 
days. had wanted to go to study law. 

“T didn’t make it as a lawyer.” he con- 
cluded. “I made it as a jockey. I do the 
best I can. I am never satisfied the half- 


way.”

*Eurystheus II is running without having 
to look for him. 


On the other hand, some atavistic nos- 
talgia may begin to well up in his soul, 
and after a few of these tranquilizing con- 
tests with an unrung welkin, he may 
begin to read poetry between the lines in 
the Racing Form. What was he doing, the 
great god Pan, down in the reeds by the 
river? Making a megaphone out of a man. 
. . . The thought makes some of us 
shiver. 


Come the opening next week of the 
spring meeting of 1961 at Keeneland. the 
tote board will have an announcement 
system, but the announcements will be 
made in silence, as usual. Last month the 
American Totalisater Company’s John 
Taliaferro Worth came to Lexington and 
set up. for preliminary testing. a section 
of the 60-character panel which will an- 
nounce the result of the seventh in New 
York, scratch No. 3 from the next race, 
call Dr. Aesculapius to the telephone by 
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code number, and otherwise serve in splen- 
did silence. 

The Tote Company’s gadget won't 
pacify the throng who do not feel at home 
on a race track unless their eardrums are 
concave from the cacophony resulting 
from the efforts of the crowd to outshout 
the loud-speakers. But we hope it will be 
received with favor. We enjoy the din of 
the race track as much as anyone. but 
somehow it becomes worrisome after a 
while. perhaps because our mother was 
frightened by Indians on the warpath. 
It is pleasant, at least, to know that one 
small island remains where one may watch 
the races without having to listen to them. 


An Index for the Asking 


In May. 1929. when the late Thomas 
B. Cromwell converted The Blood-Horse 
from a monthly to a weekly publication. 
the present editor was a sub-editor of the 
old Daily Running Horse in New York. 
The value of the weekly publication as a 
source of reference was apparent at once. 
and in spare time (there was spare time 
in those days) we set about compiling an 
index to the 1929 volume. The project was 
undertaken for our own benefit and en- 
lightenment, since an index makes a good 
publication worth keeping on the library 
shelves. At the end of the year, however. 
we sent the index to the office of The

Blood-Horse in Lexington, and it was 
published as a part of the bound volume. 


In 32 years the bound volumes of the 
magazine have come to fill about 14 feet 
of shelf space, and every volume is in- 
dexed. For a time an index was sent to 
each subscriber, but this practice was 
abandoned because many readers failed 
to keep their copies of the magazine. (Too 
many wives complained about finding the 
basement. the attic. the kitchen shelves, 
the bedside table. and the chest of draw- 
ers filled with it.) In recent years the 
index has been mailed only to subscribers 
who made specific requests for it. 

The index to the volume for the last half 
of 1960 has been published, and is now 
available upon request. Each bound vol- 
ume now includes a 3-month period, but 
officially a volume represents half a year, 
and the index is included in the book 
which terminates the volume. 

Occasionally a reader has suggested that 
we publish a comprehensive index to the 
entire series, beginning with 1959. The 
cost of such an undertaking always has 
seemed to be prohibitive. especially in 
view of the probability that fewer than 
half a hundred readers have retained the 
complete files of the magazine. The few 
who do have complete or nearly complete 
sets can value them at a higher price than 
the original cost. (We'll be happy to trade 
anyone a 1961 subscription for the slim 
1929 or 1930 volume.) 

There are now so many Thoroughbred 
magazines, in English and other lang- 
uages. that we need a master index to 
account for the major articles in all of 
them. a sort of Reader's Guide to the 
periodical literature of the Turf. Just a 
few days ago we had the pleasure of seeing 
the first issue of the Canadian Horse, an 
attractive bi-monthly published in Toronto 
by Rexwood Publications (G. C. Hendrie, 
president; John J. Mooney, vice president; 
D. W. Valliere. editor). It has, for in- 
stance. an article on Conn Smythe which 
we are adding to our own “general index” 
of racing publications. But most of the 
voluminous literature of the Turf tends to 
be lost quickly for lack of an index, and 
no library has been endowed with a fund 
for microfilming it. J. A. E. 
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Beau Prince Had a Hard Time 
But He Came on With Courage

Miami. In the swirl and bustle of the 
jockeys’ room at Gulfstream Park, Eddie 
Arcaro, who had just won the Fountain 
of Youth Stakes, was setting a track rec- 
ord for showering and dressing, while 
the other riders discussed Beau Prince’s 
winning race. 

“My horse didn’t run, he backed up on 
me real good.” said John Rotz. who had 
ridden *Game. “But I know one thing: 
that winner run an awful big race. He 
came by me real cool.” 

Wayne Chambers, who rode Oak Dandy, 
agreed, in part. “He came around me 
pretty cool, too,” he said. “But I thought 
he was climbing some in the stretch.” 

Steve Brooks, who did not ride in the 
race, told Arcaro: “He run to that horse 
(Crozier) real pretty. He won with his 
neck bowed.” 

Arcaro laughed. “Yeah, he’s really a 
hard horse to ride. He’s the kind that 
pulls you right to the lead.” 

If these comments gave one the im- 
pression Beau Prince was an easy win- 
ner, they shouldn’t have. Beau Prince was 
all out to beat hard-luck Crozier by a 
nose, as Arcaro put up a perfect ride in 
the 1;4;-mile race. final preparation for 


the $100.000-added. Florida Derby on 
April 1. Carry Back, the strong favorite, 
came on from last place to finish third, 
3 lengths behind the leaders and 3 in 
front of Garwol. 


Just how hard was Arcaro driving at 
the end? 


“As hard as I know how to ride a 
horse. I hit him, but I did lay it down 
right at the finish; I knew I had him 
(Crozier) measured, I wasn’t too disturbed 
right then.” 


Arcaro. who had arrived from New 
York at 9:30 o’clock that morning, was 
in a furious rush to catch a 5:45 return 
plane. 

Would he stay with Beau Prince in the 
3-year-old classic races coming up? 

He grinned. “No reason to leave him 
now. No, I’m not committed to any other 
3-year-old this year. I'll be back to ride 
him in the (Florida) Derby, and I imagine 
some races beyond that.” 

Calumet Farm trainer Jimmy Jones. who 
once before had used a one-eyed blinker 
on Beau Prince. during the 2-year-old 
season. tried it again in the Fountain of 
Youth. The colt had been lugging in this 
The blinker had had no noticeable 


Calumet’s Beau Prince (outside) caught Crozier at the head of the stretch 
and won the Fountain of Youth Stakes by a nose, gaining his first stakes win. 
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effect the first time Jones tried it, but 
this time it had worked. 

“Jimmy was kind of experimenting,” 
Arcaro said. “The blinker (over the left 
side) must have helped. He didn’t lug in 
at all.” 


In many ways, Beau Prince’s victory 
must have been one of the most satisfying 
ever for Jones. The colt had won only 2 
of 6 starts as a 3-year-old—both times he 
had been riden by Arcaro—and had been 
beaten by something less than classic 
horses. But Jimmy had faith in his horse 
—and patience. He was unable to bring 
him up to the Flamingo, but he now would 
make the Florida Derby and, barring in- 
jury, the rest of the big ones. 

From the very beginning Jones had felt 
Beau Prince would be something special— 
maybe another Tim Tam, or a Gen. Duke. 
But the paths of glory threatened to lead 
to the psychiatrist’s couch. Of course, 
Jimmy wasn’t driven that far by the mis- 
haps of Beau Prince. but the colt didn’t 
make life easy for his trainer. 

“Last summer.” Jimmy said, before the 
Fountain of Youth, “I thought this colt 
could do anything. Everything we asked 
him to do he did, and did it so easy. 
I’m normally not too impressed with horses 
until they prove themselves on the race 
track in the afternoon. But I got awfully 
wrapped up in this one. “I couldn’t wait 
to get to the barn every morning and look 
at him. I never had a horse I was so 
wrapped up in. 

“Then he jumped a path in that race 
in Chicago and hurt his back. And he just 
hasn’t been as good as he was ever since.” 

The race that started Beau Prince’s 
troubles was the Arlington Futurity, at 
Arlington Park on July 30. If Beau Prince 
had not jumped a path that day he un- 
doubtedly would have won. As it was, he 
finished third to Pappa’s All and Crozier, 
beaten half a length and a nose. “If his 
form will come back to him, I don’t know.” 
Jimmy said. “Youth is a great thing—or 
was.” 

After the Futurity, Beau Prince fin- 
ished sixth in the Prairie State Stakes, 
second in an allowance race, fifth in the 
Washington Park Futurity, fifth in the 
World’s Playground Stakes, fifth in The 
Futurity at Aqueduct. After winning an 
allowance race, he again was fifth in the 
Champagne and in another allowance 
race. He completed his 2-year-old cam- 
paign with 3 victories in 11 starts. 

His back trouble seemed to disappear 
in Florida this winter and spring. But he 
still had trouble winning. He finished 
third in his first start, was beaten a nose 
by Flying Mercury in his next. Then he 
lost by a head to Safe Swap. On the 
day of the Flamingo, Arcaro flew in from 
California and rode him to victory over 
Garwol in an allowance race at Hialeah. 
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In the Hutcheson Stakes at Gulfstream, he 
couldn’t catch Nashua Blue, and was 
beaten 3 parts of a length. 


The Fountain of Youth was the vital 
test. If Beau Prince failed here Jones 
would not have too much license to run 
him in the Florida Derby. Beau Prince 
did not fail. 


Arcaro held him next-to-last in the 
7-horse field going into the club house 
turn, as Crozier, breaking from the out- 
side post, went to the front. Oak Dandy 
and *Game were head and head for second, 
with Garwol fourth, Carry Back fifth, fol- 
lowed by Beau Prince and Intensive. 

Crozier opened 21% lengths turning into 
the backstretch. and at the far turn 
*Game moved into second place and Ar- 
caro started his move on Beau Prince, 
running on the outside. 


Crozier turned for home with his 21%4- 
length lead intact, and Beau Prince was 
now second; Carry Back, too, was making 
his usual big move, but he was having 
some difficulty handling the slick, drying- 
out track, 

At the eighth-pole Beau Prince had cut 
Crozier’s lead to a length, and he was 
gaining slowly but steadily with every 
stride. Beau Prince drew alongside with 
40 yards *» go, got his nose in front with 
20 yards lcft, and kept the advantage. He 
had run the mile and a sixteenth on a 
“good” track in 1:43). 

Crozier did not swerve, as he had in 
the Everglades and Flamingo, but his 
luck was just as bad. He had been beaten 
a head by Carry Back in the Flamingo, by 
half a length and a head in the Everglades 
(also was disqualified and placed last), 
and had lost the Bahamas by a neck to 
Vapor Whirl. 

Beau Prince, by Bull Lea—Typhoon, by 
Whirlaway. carried 114 pounds, 8 less 
than Carry Back and Crozier. In the 
Florida Derby everyone would carry 122. 

The day before the Fountain of Youth. 
Chuck Parke, trainer of Crozier. asked 
how many horses would be in the race. 
“Nine.” he was told. 

“Then sure as shooting Crozier will 
draw No. 9.” he said. “He hasn’t got a 
break in the draw yet.” 

Nine horses were entered (Sho Lea and 
Little Tipper were scratched the next 
day), and sure enough, Crozier drew 
No. 9. 

Jack Price. owner and trainer of Carry 
Back. was not at all distressed by his 
colt’s race. 

“It was perfect. He made his run and 
got a little tired. As long as he came 
back all right, that’s all I cared about. 
I didn’t care whether he won or lost this 
one. It was strictly a stepping stone for 
the race next week.”

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Laurel’s Anniversary Program 


Recreates a Scene of 1911

Past performances of the 3 scheduled 
performers in a special event to be run 
at Laurel on April 1 would not be avail- 
able in the Form, nor would the mutuel 
department take the place of the book- 
makers who had handled the wagers when 
a similar affair was run at the track on 
October 2, 1911. On that date, at Laurel’s 
inaugural meeting, foot racers, horses, au- 
tomobiles, and motorcycles raced together. 
handicapped by distance. Two foot racers 
ran 1-2, a horse was a poor third. 

Laurel this year revived the event except 
for motorcyclists. Mel Torney, of Rock- 
ville. Md.. would drive his 1911 model 
Ford Torpedo a_ mile. owner-trainer 


Tommy Bromley. of Laurel, would ride 
his lead pony Bill 6 furlongs, and Jim

Rucker. assistant track coach at the 
University of Maryland, would run 600 
yards on foot. Rucker probably would be 
a solid favorite. 

Expected to be on hand were several 
veterans who had attended the track’s 
opening 50 years ago, when a dirt road 
connected Washington, D. C., and Ballti- 
more. Lester G. (Buster) Bedwell, a 7-year- 
old boy at that time, recalled that his 
father. H. Guy Bedwell (later the trainer 
of Sir Barton. first winner of the Triple 
Crown, in 1919), shipped in 18 or 20 
horses from Empire City, N. Y. Speaking 
of the track as it was then, Bedwell said, 
“There was a wooden stand, seating about 
4,000 people. and the paddock was to the 
les. of the stand rather than where it is 


and rider Tom Bromley a program from Laurel’s first meeting 50 years ago. 
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now, to the right of the modern club 
house. Racing was conducted in conjunc- 
tion with a State Fair. Where the parking 
lot near the new mile chute is now, there 
were barns in which were exhibited cattle, 
hogs, and sheep. On the other side of 
the railroad track—currently the grand- 
stand parking lots—women_ exhibited 
cakes. pies. and their other baked things.” 

Bedwell added, “People came to the 
races dressed fancy in those days, and 
there were a lot of rich people in the 
business. There was more glamour—twice 
as much glamour.” 

Edward C. Lucas was training jumpers 
at Laurel in 1911, and he planned to be 
there this year with a small stable. He 
said, “There was no racing in New York 
in 1911, so the horsemen came down 
from Canada that fall. One of the stables 
here at that time was trained by Sam 
Hildreth. During that meeting I saw Ma- 
hubah. dam of Man o’ War. win her first 
race.” 


Lucas. who once had worked for Hil- 


dreth, did not believe there was great 


excitement among the horsemen as the 
Laurel track opened. “In those days there 
was no publicity, and horsemen took in 
stride the opening of a track.” the New 
Yorker said. “There were some good 
riders here—Charley Peak, Freddy Hop- 
kins, and Elmer Trueman. Trueman, of 
course, is now training horses. Another 
who raced here, and is still active. is ‘Wat’ 


Elliott.” 


Herbert (Dynamite) Kerr. a 74-year- 
old trainer. looked back on the first day 
in 1911. “I was working as a groom 
for ‘Sport’ Haymaker, and the meeting was 
a ‘go’ from the start. The track was built 
by ‘Curly’ Brown, who had developed 
Moncrief Park in Jacksonville. Fla. W. P. 
Burch, father of Preston Burch and grand- 
father of Elliott Burch, of the Brook- 
meade Stable, was a steward. Joseph Mc- 
Lennan, father of racing secretary Charles 
McLennan was a clerk of scales. and the 
starter was Morris Cassidy. father of the 
New York officials, Marshall and George 
Cassidy. 

“Most of the people came to Laurel on 
special race trains—right to the same 
spot as now. 

“T was amused by the false start in the 
novelty race. The men, disregarding the 
starter, who stood with a large red flag 
in the infield, took off before the start. 
They must have taken a real big lead. The 
bookmakers paid off, too. 

“Post time for racing was 2 p. m. but 
at noon the day’s festivities began with 
races for trotters and pacers. Some of 
America’s best drivers—Tommy Murphy 
and Walter Cox—were here. 

“Hay cost $15 a ton, and oats $1.25 a 
bag. A groom earned $30 a month and 
board. and you got 50 cents for galloping 
a horse. The sport is different today.” 
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Calumet Thunders Back With | 
Beau Prince, Pied d’Or, Yorky

New York. This is beginning to look 
like another Calumet year. On Wednesday, 
March 22, Beau Prince won Gulfstream 
Park’s Fountain of Youth Stakes, and on 
Saturday at Aqueduct, 4-year-old Pied 
d’Or won the 6-furlong Paumonok Handi- 
cap. 

Pied d’Or’s margin was a half-length, 
and the pay-off $10.20. Winonly was sec- 
ond, Yes You Will third. John L. Rotz, 
Midwest rider. was in the saddle, and it 
was his third win of the day. His smart 
ride on the horse encouraged trainer 
Jimmy Jones to sign him again for the 
$25.000-added Westchester Stakes here 
Saturday. 


Pied d’Or was in trouble on the back- 
side. forcing Rotz to take back. “I got 
shuffled back to almost last.” Rotz said. 
“but I kept on the rail and saved ground. 
Then he really rolled in the stretch. I 
only hit him once.” 

In the stretch drive Rotz merely shook 
his whip. and trainer Jimmy Jones was 
more than pleased with Rotz’ ride. “That 
boy will be back on my horse in the West- 
chester next week. 


“IT know my horse was in trouble, but 
it might have helped. The early pace was 
pretty fast. When those horses hit the 
stretch they were pretty tired. and my 
horse came on. Lots of things happen in 
racing. So many things. And this race 
was a blessing in disguise.” 

It was Pied d’Or’s first stakes triumph. 
Last year he was second in the Tri-State 
Stakes and City of Coral Gables Handi- 
cap. third in the Quaker City Handicap 
and Derby Trial Stakes. 

Jones spoke of Pied d’Or’s dam, Two 
Lea, saying she hadn’t liked the whip. 
either. “That whole mare family of Two 
Lea didn’t like the whip.” Jones said. 
“I've seen horses from that family get 
whipped. and they didn’t like it. They 
just folded up when hit. You see things 
in a son or daughter that reminds you of 
others in the family. It certainly has 
helped me through the years.” 

Jones and Calumet had vanned in here 
with 16 head. Since there are 16 others 
at Garden State Park. Jones will be busy 
commuting between the 2 tracks. 

Calumet now is second in money won. 
The Widener winner Yorky is on the side- 
lines with a hairline fracture of the left 
fore leg. but Jones has a barn of capable 
reserves. 

Jones said Beau Prince would run in 
the Florida Derby. then would be shipped 


to Kentucky. “He’s not a Citation,” Jones 
said, “but he’s always shown ability. He’s 
getting closer all the time to being good, 
and right now he’s the best I got.” 

It may be enough. We'll know more 
on May 6. 


The $3,600 Weanling 


The winner of the Swift Stakes, at 
Aqueduct on opening day, was *Merry j 
Ruler, bought privately in England for 
the equivalent of $3,600, as a weanling of 
1958. Second was Stan the Man, claimed | 
last fall for $12.000, and third was Globe- 
master, bought from the 1959 Keeneland 
summer sales for $80,000. *Merry Ruler, 
ridden by 22-year-old Roy L. Gilbert, won 
by a half-length and paid $9.50. 

The Swift winner, by Grey Sovereign— 
Queen of Song, is not a Kentucky Derby 
nominee. Trainer Eddie Yowell. who has

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heen training horses since 1938, said, “He 
never showed us he could carry his speed 
over a distance of ground. But in winning 
he looked like a horse who could keep 
going.

The Swift failed to uncover a 3-year-old 
te jolt the Kentucky Derby future book.

mile on March 29; the Gotham, at a 
mile on April 8; and the Wood Memorial, 
a mile and an eighth on April 22. *Merry 
Ruler’s next start was to be in the Bay 
Shore. 

The Wood is earlier than usual this 
year. Many of New York’s historic races 
have been shifted to dates not conflicting 
with stake races elsewhere. 


New Rule at Work 


Lou Margolin on March 21 became the 
first apprentice jockey to score a triumph 
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under the new 10-pound weight allowance 
for fledgling riders. 

The 26-year-old bachelor, under con- 
tract to wily Max Hirsch. won the third 
race with the 2-year-old chestnut filly. 
Fifth Filly. by Errard King—Elementary. 
by Count Fleet. The pay-off was $19.30. 

It was Margolin’s fifth win, and_ it 
took 2 years coming. Under the new rul- 
ing he is now entitled to 7 pounds until 
he has ridden 35 winners. 

Fifth Filly carried 105 pounds and 
won by 3 lengths, defeating Gaza Stripper 
(115), ridden by Sam Boulmetis, and 
Stop on Red (115), Hedley Woodhouse 
up. 

The question here was: Had the 10- 
pound allowance made the difference? 

Eddie Arcaro, who had ridden in the 
race, looked up from his financial maga- 
zine and said, “It’s in the rule book now. 
It’s passed, and we can’t do anything 
about it.” Other jockeys in the race were 
no less communicative. 

What did Margolin think of the new 
10-pound weight allowance? 

“Tt helps the new boys a lot.” he said. 
“T feel 5 is not equivalent against regular 
riders. The new weight allowance makes 
the apprentice equal to the regulars. The 
mistakes they make are leveled by the 
10-pound pull.”

Margolin had won with the horse in 
the Columbia. S. C.. trials. “I rode this 
filly and I win with her there.” he said.

And when I went out 
there today on the track I was determined 
to win. I did. 

“Mr. Hirsch has been so good to me. He 
taught me a great deal. He said to keep 
a cool head and I could do no wrong. 
I did no wrong out there today.” 


Agents Organize, Too 


Fred Kreiger, who bears a slight re- 
semblance to Jimmy Durante. was elected. 
president of the National Jockeys Agent 
Benevolent Association. He also is the: 
booking agent for one of the nation’s top 
riders, Sam Boulmetis. 

Secretary-treasurer of the association is 
Bill Stone. who left Mike Sorrentino this 
season to return to Bill Boland. 

Vice president is Cliff Carter. who has 
Henry Moreno and Roy L. Gilbert. 

An agent’s commission in New York is 
$4 for a loser and $7 for a winner. The 
rider usually has a mutual agreement with 
his agent, offering between 10 and 20 
per cent of his share of winning purses. 

Kreiger said that 50 per cent of the 
agents were lucky if they made ends meet 
each year. The average agent earns 
$7.000 and the top $25,000 or better. 
Kreiger said he made $23,000 last year 
with Boulmetis. 

“The purpose in organizing the Jockey 
Agents Benevolent Association this year,” 
said Stone. “is to raise the standards of 
our profession. Before, we were always 
looked down at. We're trying to eliminate 
that. The caliber of agents working today 
could move into big business any day as 
salesmen.” 


Awards from Writers 


Harry F. Guggenheim. one of the archi- 
tects of the New York Racing Association 
and a trustee since its inception, has been 
voted 1960’s man “who has done most for 
racing” in an annual poll of the New 
York Turf Writers Association. 

In addition to Guggenheim, owner of 
the Cain Hoy Stable. the association also 
has voted awards to Hirsch Jacobs, train- 
er; Henry Wajda, jockey; and C. V. Whit- 
ney. breeder. Bill Lauder, president of the 
writers organization, said awards would 
be presented at an annual dinner at Sara- 
toga in August. 

The award to Wajda was not so much 
for the number of races he had won, al- 
though he was one of the top riders on 
the New England circuit. but for his “un- 
selfish and courageous effort” in a race 
last year, when he saved Tony DeSpirito 
from what might well have been a fatal 
fall. He had run alongside DeSpirito’s. 
mount and held the rider in the saddle 
after an accident had made DeSpirito lose 
his irons.

Keyes’ Second 
Reverie Knoll 


Freeman Keyes squinted in the bright 
Florida sunlight, chewed on a long. green- 
ish cigar, and pondered his purchase of 
118 acres near Ft. Lauderdale. an adjunct 
to his 1,100-acre Reverie Knoll Farm 
near Danville, Ky. 

“Well, one reason was, we had 20 to 25 
yearlings coming off the Kentucky far 
each year and no place to take them 
You’re limited on your stalls down here. 
one young horse to every 3 older horses. 

“We've got this half-mile training track 
here, with an 8-stall electric starting gate 
and a 5-furlong chute. We can get our 
horses ready at this farm and van over 
to Gulfstream — only 35 minutes away.” 

Keyes, a Chicago advertising executive 
who entered the Thoroughbred business 
from the show ring, took possession of the 
Florida Farm in May, 1960. Lou Schlos- 
ser, previous owner of the farm and a 
long-time friend of Keyes, built nearly. all 
the present improvements. About half the 
farm is divided into one-acre paddocks. 


One distinctive feature of Freeman Keyes’ new place near Ft. Lauderdale is the line of 4-stall barns, making easy service. 


There are 13, 4-stall barns, each stall 
opening into a paddock. Eleven of the 
barns are of concrete block. amply ven- 
tilated by a constant breeze which sweeps 
the flat terrain and rushes through the 
12-by-14 stall. 

Most of the barns are lined up so that 
feed trucks can be driven between pad- 
docks and through the barn hallways. 
“We get our feed from the Penn Broth- 
ers.” Keyes said. “Same feed we get in 
Kentucky. No. I don’t plan to shift our 
breeding operation here from Kentucky. 
his is primarily a training center and 
boarding farm. We have 48 horses-in- 
training here now, 21 of them ours.” 
who galloped Mark-Ye- 
Well, Real Delight, Hill Gail, and other 
Calumet Farm horses before becoming as- 
sistant to Tommy Murphy at the Kentucky 
Reverie Knoll, manages the farm. He said 
the farm’s principal clients were Howard 
Jones, Hugh Fontaine, Doug Prewitt, Les 
Joffrion, and Allen F. Brewer, Jr. 

The track. encircling a lake, is 70 feet 
wide. The skinned inner 30 feet is sprin- 
kled daily. and dust does not appear to be 
a problem. 

Most southern Florida land is sandy, 
reclaimed swampland. and rain water is 


drained off the fields of Reverie Knoll 


Farm II into canals measuring 10 feet 
wide and 5 feet deep. This excess flows 
through a series of locks into a larger 
canal that runs along Highway 84. Drink- 
ing water is provided by 3 deep wells. 
worked by electric pumps. 

“Grass?” Keyes pointed to a 40-acre 
field. “I could run 200 head of cattle on 
that field. and they couldn’t keep it down. 
Have to mow it once a week. Had a man 
come down from the University of Florida. 
and he recommended a combination of 3 
grasses for this place — don’t know what 
they call it. Back in Kentucky, I’d call 
it crab grass. Horses seem to like it 
though.” 

Devine said most of the horses were 
turned out in their paddocks after morn- 
ing works and were allowed to graze for 
about 8 hours a day. 

“T'm going to put up some Kentucky 
fences here, and a training barn with a 
shed — really ought to have a_ shed.” 
Keyes said. “Might ship down a few 
mares and a couple of stallions, have 
them looking over the fence; might at- 
tract some board mares to help pay for 
the place. 

“This is a good spot to get your horses 
ready, train them, but I'll always keep a 
farm in Kentucky. Own so many shares

Last year he won 3 of 11 starts 
and was third to Pappa’s All and Crozier in the 
Arlington Futurity. He was given 114 pounds in 
the Experimental Free Handicap.

$12,000 at the same sale.) Typhoon has a 2-year- 
old sister to Beau Prince, and she is due to foal 
to the cover of Tim Tam, to which she will be 
bred back. 

Beau Prince is the 108th stakes winner bred by 
Calumet and the 57th stakes winner in the U. S. 
sired by Bull Lea. Bred to a limited book of 
mares for several years, Bull Lea will have only 
4 1961 foals. Fred W. Hooper, owner of Crozier, 
already has a filly out of Mainpoint, and the 
Calumet matrons Waynoka, Keeneland Lady, and 
Wistful are due to foal shortly. 

Bull Lea’s book this year includes 5 Calumet 
mares and one belonging to Hooper. The Calumet 
mares booked to him are A Glitter (whose second 


dam is Twilight Tear, a daughter of Bull Lea),

The 5 Star Kingdoms; 
A Tough Grand National 


SypNEY. Five times the Sydney Turf 
Club’s £10.000 Golden Slipper Stakes, 
6 furlongs. has been staged at suburban 
Rosehill race course. and on each occa- 
sion a Star Kingdom product has won. 
Todman was the first. followed by Sky- 
line. Fine and Dandy. and Sky High (Sky- 
line’s brother). 

As there was no Star Kingdom colt 
engaged in the fifth running of the Gold- 
en Slipper. the experts predicted with 
confidence that on this occasion the win- 
ner would be either the odds-on favorite 
Young Brolga or the New Zealand cham- 
pion 2-year-old. Commanding. by Knight's 
Romance out of Qualify. 

A furlong from home Young Brolga 
(Wilkes—Satara) had Commanding well 
beaten. but suddenly from the clouds came 
the smallest animal in the 9-horse field, 
a filly called Magic Night. by Star King- 
dom from Betrothal. Magic Night's elec- 
trifying dash carried her past the favorite 
and she won easily by half a length from 
Young Brolga, with Commanding 4 lengths 
further back. Her time. 1:11.9. compared 
very favorably with Todman’s race record 
of 1:11.4. 

Despite the fact that the pony had won 
her previous 3 starts, she went out at 
15 to 1, to the joy of her owner. A. F. 
Eastman, who got her for 2.400 guineas at 
last year’s yearling sales. Her share of 
the Slipper Stake was £6.915. Her rider 
was M. Schumaker. who won the Aus- 
tralian Cup on the 8-year-old Dream King 
recently. and her trainer is Harry (Bern- 
borough) Plant who had to be talked into 
running the filly against the colts by her 
confident owner. 

The fine filly Wenona Girl (Wilkes— 
Golden Chariot) had an easy win in the 
weight-for-age Rawson Stakes. 9 furlongs. 
beating Bardshah. a Leger winner, and 
New Zealand stayer Oreka. The Rawson 
Stakes was the race in which *Ajax at 
40 to 1 on was defeated in 1939, breaking 
a long sequence of wins by that champion. 

Tulloch failed in the Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. 144 miles, at Flemington. That 
made his third placing in 3 runs under 
the scale. each time behind Dhaulagiri 
and Lord. 

Before the race. trainer Smith and 
jockey George Moore declared that Tul- 
loch was back to his best “and would do 
the right thing by punters.” But once 
again he did the right thing for the book- 
makers. who had him at a very short 


price. Tulloch got his head in front of 
Lord in the homestretch, but when Dhaul- 
agiri shot through an opening and dashed 
to the front, Tulloch could not answer the 
challenge. 

Smith stated after the race that Tulloch 
had struck a nerve during the running and 
that he was fit enough to line up for

The Grand National Steeplechase. at 
Aintree on March 25. was won by the 
9-year-old gelding Nicolaus Silver. which 
became the first gray horse to win the 
race since 1871. The winner took the lead 
3 jumps from the finish and won by 5 
lengths from Merryman II. winner of the 
race last year. The winning time for the 
4 miles end 856 yards was 9:2245. only 
a little slower than the record of 9:2025 
set in 1934, 


Fourteen of the 35 starters finished the 
rece. The number of finishers. the largest 
in 10 years. was due to elimination of 
hazards in 12 of the 30 jumps. Relyetf 
and Grifel. the Soviet Union’s first  en- 
tries in the Grand National. were among 
those failing to complete the course. Nico- 
laus Silver ran a perfect race except for 
the second trip over the famed Becher’s 
Brook. where he made his only bad jump. 


A crowd of 250.000 watched the race. Ps cee 
and owner Charles Vaughan. a 30-year- 
colleciad tee KING°TEL FELL THE FiRST TIME OVER BecHERS BROOK TACLE. 
largest winning purse in the history of 
the race. First place was worth £18.270 
($51.156). The winner. bought 2 years 
ago for 2.600 guineas ($7.800). was train- 
ed by Fred Rimell. who also trained E. 
S. B.. winner of the race in 1956. Jockey 
Robert Beasley. whose grandfather won 
the race in 1891. was riding in the Grand 
National for the third time. He was un- 
placed in his other rides.

He previously had 
served as an assistant to such disting- 
uished conditioners as Barry Littlefield. 


Bill Bringloe. and Jack Whyte. 
J. E. Frowde Seagram. of Waterloo, 


third-generation proprietor of Canada’s 
oldest active stable. is sending Julius 


to the races with 13 horses. Seagram is 
particularly enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of 4 2-year-olds: Golden Land. Chop 
Day. Windkin. and Court Royal. The old- 
er horses being shipped to Fort Erie, are 
Strongboy. Castleberry. Star Gun, Men- 
otti, Quick Shore. My Page. Nalal. Daisy 
Page. and Quiet Shore. 

The black-and-gold colors of Joseph 
Emm Seagram first appeared at Woodbine 
in 1889. In his lifetime. he scored 15 vic- 
tories in the Queen’s Plate. North Amer- 
ica’s oldest continuously run stakes race. 
His sons won 5 more renewals of the 
Queen’s Plate. in the period between 1923 
and 1935. His grandson. Frowde Seagram. 
took over the stable in 1937. but so far 
has failed in the race.

Where Home Is 


In a decision overruling the U. S. District Court at Louisville. the U. S. 
Court of Appeals last month denied the Government’s contention that “home” 
is the place where the taxpayer does more work than anywhere else.
